Lieut. Ray, in command of the Point Bar- 
row Expedition, has reported to Gen. Hazen 
that the expedition had reached latitude 45 
deg.

45 sec., on the 28th ult., all in excellent 
health and condition. The expedition en- 
countered light baffling winds from the Ast 
to the 28th of July. 


CHARLES STOCKLY was hanged at Bata- 
via, N. Y., yesterday, for the murder of John 
Welker, a farmer, residing near place, 
April 27 of this year. Stockly sought 
Welker’s 16-year-old daughter in marriage. 
Both Welker and the daughter rejected 
Stockly’s proposal, aud the crime was com- 
mitted in revenge. 


Mr. GEorGE TAYLOR, who was City Con- 
troller under Mayor Mason from 1869 to 1871, 
and who was connected with many business 
enterprises in this city during the past twen- 
ty-five years, died at his home on Dearborn 
avenue Thursday eve * He-was-born in 
Providence, and was only in his 41st year at 
the time of his death. 


Capr. SAMUEL RypgEr, who has been for 
upwards of twenty-eight years a steamboat 
Captain on the Mississippi, Missouri, Red, 
and Illinois Rivers, died at his home in 
Griggsville, III., last evening in his 66th year. 
He was a native of Massachusetts. He was 
one of the best-known and most highly-re- 
spected men of his craft, 


Reports of rainy weather and damaged 
wheat crops in England created considerable 
excitement among the boys on Change yes- 
terday. Wheat advanced 2, 2%, and finally 
3% cents from the opening price, after which 
it began to decline, and the market closed at 
about 11A cents over the opening price. 
Corn also advanced and declined again. 


Apvices from Liverpool show that there 
is rather an active demand for wheat in the 
English markets at slightly advanced prices. 
Cargoes off the coast and on passage were 
held for an advance of B cents per quarter. 
There was an increased demand for oats at 
somewhat higher prices, and, owing to ad- 
vices from this side corn, advanced slightly.

Tue Armenian Patriarch, Archbishop

BALLOON EXPERIMENTS, 


The Eastern Carrent Theory to Be 
Demonstrated—Prof. King’s Proposal 
—Preparing for am Aerial Voyage 
Across the Atlantic. 

New York Herald. 

The strong interest which has gradually 
settied around the idea of a balloon voyage 
across the Atlantic Ocean as a means of def- 
initly determining whether the atmosphere 
moves in an easterly direction around the 
earth or not, will be hightened by the an- 
nouncement that Prof. Samuel A. King 
has nearly completed the enormous rub- 
ber-cloth balloon in which he intends to 
make a voyage across the American Conti- 
nent, from Minneapolis to the ocean shore, 
early next month. This journey is the 
one object which the Professor has for years 
sought to attain, in the hope that its results 
would justify him in making an attempt to 
cross the ocean by the same means. The 
finality aimed at is the foundation of a per- 
manent law upon which the modern school 
of meteorology can build, and Professor 
King expects te make such a thoroughly ma- 
terial demonstration of the eastern cur- 
rent theory that its existence cannot 
be doubted. The balloon, which is build- 
ing in Philadelphia, is second only in size 
to the mammoth vessel in which Donaldson 
was to have crossed the Atlantic a few years 
ago. It is spherical in shape, and is made of

This consists of a rope 
sewed into a seam of the rubber cloth, so that 
by one vigorous jerk the whole side of the 
balloon may be torn open. If the wind 
should fail to convert the bailoon into a 
parachute, then wo betide the occupants. 
Scientific aeronauts walt until the collapse- 
seam faces the wind before pulling the rope, 
when the wind flows in and, taking the place 
of the escaped gas. allows the vessel to de- 
seend to the earth in a comparatively gentile 
manner. Thus Prof. King can, if he wishes 
to, stop his voyage almost instantly if the 
dangers are too great. 

‘The present trip would probably have had 
its starting place on the Pacific coast were it 
not for the insurmountable fact that the at- 
mosphere is very much disturbed in the 
neighborhood of the Rocky Mountains. Be- 
sides that the wind does not cross the mount- 
ains except at a hight which it would be folly 
to attempt to reach.

Fever at BRugby—-Bad Water Causing 
Discase in Thomas Hughes’ Tennes- 
see Colony. 

CINCINNATI, Aug. 16.—News is received from 
Rugby, Tenn., the English colony founded by 
Mr. Thomas Hughes, that over oue-twentieth of 
the colony is suffering from typhoid fever, 
two deaths having occurred and several per- 
sons being in a very precarious condition. A 
fow days ago a message cawe to Dr. J. T. Whit- 
taker, a leading physician of this city, asking 
him to visit the ony to treat some urgent 
cases. On arriv there be found a large num- 

something similar to typhoid 

fever. That night two of them died. and a 

hurried pust-mortem examination confirmod 

bis opinica and pointed out the proper method 
of treatment. 

The next was a search for the cause. 
Rugby is located on the Cumberland plateau, 
over 1,500 feet above the sea, in the middie of a 
fine mountain country. It was discovered that

The great acreage and the scarcity of labor 


has extended the gathering of the harvest, 
but it may be said that wheat, oats, rye, and 
harley are now secured in the best condition, 
and thrashing commenced. 

In Hall County a reliable man stated yes- 
terday that he had thrashed 1,320 acres, which 
yielded eighteen bushels to theacre. In 
Kearney County, beyond, a farmer told me 
he had thrashed a part of his 250 acres out 
of the shock, because help could not behad 
to stack, and 700 bushels weighed sixty 
pounds to the bushel, and averaged twenty 
bushels to the acre; also a field of oats 
that gave fifty bushels, very plump and 
heavy. In Buffalo.County, a man who sold 
6,000 bushels of wheat last year, the driest 
ever known all over the West, which aver- 
aged fourteen and a half bushels, says he 
thought his 400 acres this year would give 
twenty bushels to the acre. Adjoining this 
great wheat-field was 160 acres of flax, which 
those acquainted with flax-growing place at 
from fifteen to twenty bushels tothe acre. 
In Pnelps County the wheat will exceed any 
previous year in quantity and quality. This 
is the great broom-corn country, and is 
found a profitable crop. Almost every 
farmer has more or less,—from five to seven- 
ty acres. Here, too, was found fine fields of 
flax and good samples of tobacco. Below are

RETURNED TO BROOKLYN. 


THE CARPENTER AND THE SALOONKEEPER'S 
WIFE. 


The story of an elopement in low life was told 
in Wednesday’s Tursunsz, the principais being 


Henry Goepper and Mrs. Margaret Klein, of. 


Brooklyn. The latter had left her husband, a 
suloonkeeper, and taken with her two $1,000 
bonds and some money and came to Chicago 
with Goepper, who had also deserted the right- 
ful partner of his bosom. They were arrested 
by one of Pinkerton’s men, and jailed in default 
of furnishing $5,000 bonds each, pending an ex- 
amination for larceny before Justice Summer- 
Held.

inal Court in the merning, Col. Eldridge, their 


attorney. having filed a petition for a writ of 
babeas corpus. The Sheriff's return showed that 
the prisoners were held by virtue of a mittimus 
issued by Justice Summerfieid, the charge

THEY CAN BE HELD CRIMINALLY BESPONSIBLE,

According to the woman's deciaration, she was 
a partner with ber husband in the management 
of the saloon business.

The checks were signed by her. And she was, 
therefore, entitied to a share of the business. 
She took what she considered the smallest half 
of the net value of the concern, leaving her 
husband the store and stock in trade. If she 
was a pty with bim, she cannot-be held for 
larceny for having taken what belonged to ber. 
As for. Mr. Goepper, it is difficult to see what 
effense can be proved against him. He was 
ch with beimg accessory to the larceny, 
but if the woman took her own property, then, 
of course, there is no case 
bim. Even he eft 
with another man's wife, and traveled with her 
Chicago, occupying rather inti- 
too, it is doubtful 
whether any indictment for adultery could be 
found against him, for there was not that open 
and notorious living together which is necessary 
to constitute that offense. Since she went will- 
ingiy, of course he cannot be charged with hav- 
ing abducted her. His conduct was, perhaps, 
such as to justify Mr. Klein in suing him for 
damages or in applying for a divorce, but in the 
present condition of the law in this country a 
man can go off with bis neighbor's wife, and be 
absent a reasonabie length of time, without be- 
coming liable to any criminal proceeding.

OSCAR WILDE’S POEMS. 

Even if Mr. Wilde’s poems were better 
than they are, two facts would operate to 
prevent them from receiving unprejudiced 
criticism. In the first place. Mr. Wilde, by 
his peculiarities and mannerisms, has 
“written himself down an ass,” and in the 
second place, it is almost impossible to sep- 
arate an author from his work. There is 
but one instance on record where the long- 
eared quadruped, unwsthetically termed an 
“ass,” has been known to say anything 
worth listening to, and the “heretics” will 
soon cast reflections u pon the authenticity of 
that solitary instance. So that we take 
up Mr. Wilde’s book with a preconceived 
bias against it, expecting to find on every 
page evidences of such an amount of brain 
power as we should credit any one 
with possessing who walked our streets 
with “his hair grown very long,” 
clad in “strangely made garments,” and, in- 
stead of a cane, “carrying lilies in his 
hands” and “talking in a high-flown fash- 
ion.” To the extent, then, that we expected 
to find the Maudie” of Punch’s satire im- 
pressed upon the pages of this little book of 
poems, we have n agreeably disappoint- 
ed. Mr. Wilde is no fool. He hasa vivid 
imagination, and is not lacking in true poetic 
fervor. He has read studied to some 
purpose. Ilis verses are ‘modeled upon the 
works of Keats, Tennyson, Shelley, and 
Swinburne, yet display considerable origi- 
nality of genivs. There is a good deal 
of affectation and of. straining after 
effect, especially in his longer poems. 
But some of his shorter pieces would not be 
unworthy the pen of a much more experi- 
enced rhymster. Unevenness is one of Oscar 
Wilde’s great faults. He is incapable of pro- 
longed effort without degenerating. A few 
good lines will be wholly spoiled by many 
bad ones. And his abuse of poetic license in 
clipping off old words or creating new ones 
to complete a rhyme is neither well managed 
nor commendable. He has tried very hard to 
be or to seem tobe utterly depraved and 
wicked, to paint immorality in glowing 
colors, and to imitate the sensuality of Swin- 
burne’s verse. He has not, however, been 
entirely successful. ‘*‘Charmides” was in- 
tended to be the great immoral song: Wilde’s 
chant to commemorate his own utterly utter 
badness; to commend, him to bis fellow 
vesthetes as 

A most intense young man 

in wickedness and in reckless défiance of 
moral laws. But, after ail, it is a silly, 
prosaic theme, treated in an affected and in- 
sincere manner. If not exactly to be com- 
mended for family reading, neither is it en- 
titled to the dignity of a place in the social 
index expurgatorius. Mr. Wilde has 
evidently no fixed principles. He starts out 
as an atheist, and, after blindly eulogizing 
r the Catholic Church and its 
imprisoned head (as much imprisoned as 
Mr. Wilde himself, and no more), he flops 
back inte infidelity as on the whole rather 
more soothing and congenial. Next to his 
unevenness, his great faultislack of thought, 
for which he seeks poetic expression. Words 
there are in abundance plenty of color, 
but it would require Sam Weller's 
*double-million magnifying microscope of 
hextra horse-power to find out what Mr. 
Wilde is trying to get at, and what the theme 
he has so fancifully decorated. He has a 
good deal to say about “ lilies,”’”—which, con- 
sidering the fact that he is supposed to sub- 
sist upon them, is not unnatural. And he 
“stuffs his lines“ with “asphodel, jacinth, 
daffodilies, moony pearls, oozy gold, argent 
foreheads, sapphire, vermilion, azure, manli- 
hood, narcissus (or nareiss), passionate 
lustihead, swinked shepherds, the unvintage- 
able sea,“ and“ kisses on the mouth ” in un- 
limited numbers. He is a devotee to liberty 
and freedom in the last pages of his book, 
yet inclined to be afraid of them in the first. 

Mr. Wilde’s titles are relied upon to prove 


his claim to the title of 


An ultra- poetical, supermsthetical, 
Out-of-the-way young man. 

They betray apparently a superficial 
familiarity with several languages living and 
dead. The book is divided into parts calféd 
respectively: Eleutheria, The Garden of 
Eros, Rosa Mystica, ‘The Burden of Itys, Im- 
pressions du Matin, Charmides, Impressions 
du Théatré,. Panthea, and Humanitad. Then 
the various poems have as titles such 
westhetic emes as: Quantum. Mutata, 
Libertatis Sacra Fames, Theoretikos, Ave 
Maria plena Gratia, Athanasia, La bella 
donna della mia mente, La Fuite de la 
lune, Theocritus; a villanelle, Amor Intel- 
lectualis, glukuplkros eros and the like. The 
introductory sonnet is entitled“ Hélas,” and 
takes the place of a preface in a work of 
prose: 

To drift with every passion till my soul 

Is a stringed lute on which all winds can play— 
Is it for this that I have given away 

Mine ancient wisdom and austere control? 
Methinks my life is a twice-written scroll, 
Scrawied oer on some boyish holiday 

With idle songs for pipe and vireiay, 

Which do but mar the secret of the whole. 
Surely there was a time I might have trod 

The sunlit bights, and from life's dissonance 
Struck one clear chord to reach the ears of God. 
Is that time dead? Lo! with a littie rod 

I did but touch the honey of romance— 

And must I lose a soul's inheritance? 

It is, of course, a matter of regret that Mr. 
Wilde should have “ given away his ancient 
wisdom and austere control’?! He ought to 
have kept them until he had read the criti- 
ems on his book, and in fact neither of 
those qualities would have been out of place 
in the book itself. He has next what -he is 
pleased to call a Sonnet to Liberty.“ which 
will not, however, exactly suit that much 
maligned lady. For he tells her: 

Not that I love thy children, whose dull eyes 

See nothing save their own unlovely wo, 

Whose minds know nothing, nothing care to 
Kk uw 

But that the roar of thy Democracies, 

Thy Reigns of Terror, thy great Anarchies, 

Mirror my wildest passions like the sea, 

And give my abrother! Liberty, 

For this sake only do thy dissonaut cries 

Delight my discreet soul, eise might all kings, 

By bloody knout or treacherous cannodades, 

Rob nutions of their rights inviolate, 

And I remain unmoved. And yet, and yet, 

These Christs that die upon the barricades, 

God knows it lam with them in some things. 

Of Science he says: 

Methinks these new Acte@ons boast too soon 

That they have spied on beauty. What if we 

Have analyzed the rainbow—rubbed the moon 

Of her most ancient, chastest mystery— 

Shall I, the last Endymion, lose all hope 

Because rude eyes peer at my mistress through 
a telescope ? 

In * Rosa Mystica“ he has become devout 
and turned his muse toward religion. He 
has @ sonnet written “in Holy Week at 
Genoa ’”’:

AMERICAN NERVOUSNESS. 
Dr. George M. Beard is one of the most 
prolific of American writers, for he seems to 
produce a work every few months. The 
present volume is a sort of sequel to his semi- 
medical treatise on nervous exhaustion; a 
little less technical than that work. It isan 
attempt toexplain why nervous exhaustion 
is, asthe author assumes, a peculiarly fre- 
quent disease in this country, as its title, 
American Nervousness,““ would seem to 
indicate. Something less than a year ago 
Dr. Beard lectured in this city on this suf- 
ject before the Philosophical Society, and a 
criticism was justly made in the discussion 
that followed the address that the definition 


of American nervousness was omitted, ex- 


ceptin the vaguest generalities. Tere he at- 
tempts to make up this deficiency, and his 
first chapter is devoted to a definition of 
nervousness. He says it is a deficiency of 
nerve force,—a statement that would be more 
satisfactory were the term nerve force in the 
sense here apparently used more precise. 
And to assume that the people of this coun- 
try are especially lacking in nerve force, if 
that means anything it would naturally be 
understood to mean, is contradicted by the 
facts that everywhere stare us in 
the face. The settling and civil- 
izing of a continent with all that it 
necessarily implies are not the perform- 
ances that indicate a lack of nerve force in 
those that accomplish them, and yet they are 
even at the present time the work of Amer- 
icans more than any other people. In fact, 
wherever we see Americansin competition 
with other peoples or races in any work that 
requires ene or endurance, the two things 
that seem to demand nerve force if anything 
does, they seem to hold theirown. The evi- 
dences of the lack of nerve force, especially 
as an American characteristic, are not very 
positive, if we are to understand the term in 
any sense that it would naturally be used. 
Dr. Beard does not appear to use the terms 
“nervousness” and nerve force“ in any 
ordinary signification, but in a vague, gen- 
eral way that robs his definition of any par- 
ticular value. Then he gives as signs of 
American nervousness a collection of symp- 
toms that are not, so far as a rather exten- 
sive observation has been able to show, at all 
distinctively American, such as myopia, 
baldness, rapidity of speech, susceptibility 
to trance, etc., and finishes the list with the 
intensity of animal life in America as giving 
evidence of nervousness—that is, lack of 
nerve force,” in his definition. 

The third chapter. on. the ™ Causes of 
American Nervousness,“ contains a certain 
amount of fact, but it is not much more to be 
relied uponas a whole than the preceding 
one. There may be a few features of the 
climate and civilization of this country that 
favor the development of some of the minor 
nervous ailments, but these affect the 
foreigners among us to fully as great, 
if not to a greater, extent than the 
native-born. Even the protean disorder that 
has of recent times come to be known under 
the name of nemasthenia has long been 
known and described in other countries 
under various appellations. Its apparent in- 
creasing frequency at the present time is not 
a phenomenon confined to America or in this 
country to Americans. The causes, such as 
they are, of the increase of so-called nervous- 
ness exist throughout the civilized world, 
and We seriously doubt whether this country 
has more than its fair share of them. The 
author’s inexactness of statement is shown 
on page 54, where he says,“ In France. where 
the treatment of nervous diseases is very 
little understood,” ete.. and on page 318, 
‘* Even our sciences would seem to flourish 
best in the soil of ignorance and non-expert- 
ness,“ very little geography is worth 
knowing except as generalities” (p. 229), 
etc., etc. We might multiply quotations of 
this kind from the book, but a few are suf- 
ficient. It is full of superficial views and 
hasty generalizations, and in it accuracy has 
been lergely if not universally sacrificed or 
subordinated to a sort of sensationalism. It 
is by no means a scientific work, and even 
the chapter on the longevity of brain-workers, 
which is in some respects the best in the vol- 
ume, though its views were enunciated by 
the author years ago, is not free from this 
fault. Wecan recommend itto the reader 
who wishes simply to be entertained, but 
not to one who desires accurate information 
and well-digested statements and views. 


THEOLOGICAL WORKS. 

Of making many hymn and tune books 
there is no end. We have now before us a 
neat volume entitled Worship in Song: A 
Selection of Hymns and Tunes for the Serv- 
ice of the Sanctuary.“ By Joseph P. Hol- 
brook, Mus. Doc. Dr. Holbrook has ed- 
ited in the musical department “ Songs of 
the Church ” and Songs of the Sanctuary,” 


by Dr. C. S. Robinson, as well as several 


other similar works. He has at length pre- 
pared a hymn and tune book of his own, 
which is published by A. S. Barnes & Co., of 
New York and Chicago. The volume con- 
tains 712 hymns, besides several special 
hymns adapted to use as set pieces. It will 
be deemed a fault that the work, being de- 
signed for public worship, has hot a larger 
number of hymns; and per the objec- 
tion is well founded, considering that many 
occasions and many tastes are to be provided 
for in such a book. But the fault has been 
for the most part on the other extreme, sev- 
eralhymn and tune books, containing. 1,300 
or 1,400 hymns, which exceeds all necessity, 
and makes very cumbersome volumes. The 
arrangement of the hymns in Dr. Hol- 
brook’s book is not perfect. He places 
The Scriptures” after God,” “ Christ,” 
and The Holy Spirit.“ And next to the 
Scriptures he puts The Church,” before 
hymns of invitation and warning, and “ The 
Christian,” and then, atter The Last Things,” 
we have “The Christians and Church.” 
Obviously those hymns that pertain to in- 
dividuals in the earthly state should pre- 
cede those that have respect to men in the

If such a method were advisable 
it would be far better to have first lines 
in their order and under their several heads, 
either at the beginning or theend of the vol- 
ume. As it is, but little is gained tor the con- 
venience of ministers or others in the matter 
of selection. But at best the omission of an 
index of particular subjects isa great over- 
sight. The hymns as a general thing are 
well selected, Not many first-class hymns 
have been overlooked. We should have 
been glad ‘to find more of Watts’ and Wes- 
ley’s hymns, and fewer translations, which 
are almost always stiff and unlyrical. We 
observe that a very large probortion of the 
hymns are peculiar metres, or at least not of 
the oid regular common, long, short, and 
hallelujah metres. This could hardiy be 
due to the greater ‘relative merit of ne 
newer hymns. We are glad to see that 
the text of the hymns is generally 
the familiar one, whether as originally 
written by the composer or not. 
Many inferior stanzas are omitted, which is 


well in sucha compilation for public use. 


Why should all that a composer wrote be in- 
serted, only for the reason that he wrote it? 
On the other hand, it is agreeable to find such 
an excellent hymn as Mrs, Steele’s, Ile 
lives] the great Redeemer lives,” reproduced 
as far as given in the original form, instead 
of such a miserable caricatufe as that which 
is found in the Presbyterfan * Hymnal.” 
‘The tunes in Worship in Seng” are for 
most part flowing and truly musical. Dr, 
llolbrook’s compositions are, with only few 
exceptions, good, many of them charming. 
Several new ones in this book are sure candi- 
dates for popular favor. But there are too 
many new tunes in the work, and some of 
them are too difficult for congregational use. 
These faults are perhaps the natural result 
of the fact that the compiler is himself a suc- 
cesstul composer of music. Such an author 
is strongly tempted to draw too much on ms 
own resources and to invoke the aid of 
favorit contemporaries to too great an extent. 
We are pleased, however, to meet again 
with several cherished friends of our 
early years, such as “Seotland,” Han- 
del's “Saul,” and “Sidon.” It is gratify- 
ing alsoto find inserted many of George 
Kingsiey’s delighiful compositions; while 
we cannot but regret the absence of some of 
W. B. Bradbury’s popular pieces, and the in- 
troduction of so few of Dr. Hastings’ sweet 
and everywhere familiar tunes. The ** Selec- 
tions,“ including chants and other pieces for 
the opening and closing of service, are well 
adapted to their purpose, and.some of them 
specially attractive. As a whole the work is 
worthy of a high place among its competi- 
tors.

—We have before us, under the title of 
“Mercy and Judgment,” a reply to Dr. 
Pusey’s criticism of Canon Farrar’s work 
entitled “Eternal Lope.” The author, 
Canon Farrar, designs in this volume ot 485 
pages to take his leave not only of Dr. Pusey 
but of other critics. Ile sets out with a re- 
iteration of his former statement that he 
does not “deny the doctrine of eternal pun- 
ishment.” What he maintains is, that there 
is reason to hope that the wieked may not be 
subjected to absolutely endless suffering. In 
this discussion Dr. Farrar endeavors to 
cover the whole ground of the scriptural 
and patristic argument for and against the 
doctrine of eternal punishment. The work 
is learned and critical, and affords material 
for much reflection and mauiry. The 
author is not among the most critical 
Biblical scholars. He is, however, affluent 
in point of general learn 1 and often acute 
in critical discussion. It obvious that a 
writer places himself on a vantage und 
in such a controversy when he neither af - 
firms nor denies, but simply asserts the pos- 
sibility that the receiv doctrine of the 
Church may be an error. is not easy to 
hedge up such an antagonjst, who puts all 
the laboring oars into the 8 of his op- 
ponents. his volume will, of course, be 
lighiy satisfactory to many readers, and 
very unsatisfactory to many others. We 
commend it to the careful attention of in- 
quiring minds.

— The series of brief commentaries on 
books of the Old ‘Testament, for the use of

‘The commentary was prepared by 
George C. M. Douglas, IX D., Principal of 
the Free Church College, Glasgow.

of the book. The notes are well considered 
and adapted to answer their purpose. We 
notice that Dr. Douglas does not believe that 
Jeptha sacrificed his daughter by actually 
putting her to death. He holds, and, we 
think, with good reasons, that she was de- 
voted for life to the Lord’s service in the 
Tabernacle, as an allowable commutation for 
a literal burnt-offering in such a case. This 
gives meaning to all that is said about her 
continued virginity, and the lamentations 
made by the daughters of Israel on that ac- 
count. Females, says our author, were never 
offered as burnt-offerings under the law of 
Moses. These handbooks are all carefully 
prepared by scholarly authors. R. W. P. 


THE HOMES OF OUR COUNTRY. 

This is a large, showy, illustrated sub- 
scription-book, intended probably chiefly for 
country customers, who have a curious affec- 
tion for this sort of patchwork literature. 
The compiler of the present volume is a Mr. 
Walter T. Griffin, whose portrait forms the 
frontispiece of the work. ‘There is nothing 
to be said against the character of the selec- 
tions, but it would not have been out of 
place for the compiler to have appended the 
naines of the authors. The pictures are 
from venerable plates,—of English origin 
we should judge from the costuming and 
general features,—and are very much like 
such illustrations as were in use fifty years 
ago. The book discusses a variety of sub- 
jects, such as Home Influence; What Con- 
stitutes a Ilome? ‘The Dignity of Mother- 
hood; a Mother’s Love; a Mother’s Joy; 
Fathers at Home; a Father’s Responsibility; 
Young Men; Character; and a score of sithi- 
lar subjects on which volumes have been 
written, and about which it was easy to find 
extracts. Thereis a great amount of enter- 
taining and instructive matter in a beok of 
this kind, and Mr. Griffin has used intelli- 
gence and gvod judgment apparently in his 
choice of essays. But, as a contribution to 
literature, the gaudily gotten-up volume is 
trash of course, and nothing else. 


CHALMERS’ DIGEST. 

Without Mr. Benjamin’s adaptation of this 
work to the use of the American Bar it 
would have been of but little assistance to 
practitioners here. . Itis a digest of the law 
of bills of exchange, promissory notes, and 
checks in England modeled on the Indian 
Codes. To this Mr. Benjamin has added 
American authorities and shown how each 
formula is applicable under our laws. The 
main idea of the digest is this: A 
general proposition is first laid dewn; qual- 
ificatiens or less obvious deductions, when 
of sufficient importance, are next stated in 
the form of explanations; then come the ex- 
ceptions, if any, and these abstract proposi- 
tions are illustrated by examples showing 
their application to particular states of fact. 
Mr. Benjamin has practically rewritten the 
work, for the articles, explanations, etc., are 
statements of the law in America, the 
weight of authority where the States are in 
conflict, indicating authorities directly op- 
posed by a citation of cases contra, while the 
important modifications or limitations of the 
prevailing rule of law, either in England or 
America, are concisely stated in the notes. 
Itisa work that will undoubtedly recom- 
mend itself to the profession. The subject 
is an important one, and hardly a day passes 
but that a lawyer is consulted in connection 
with some question about promissory notes, 
etc. Digests are important members of a 
law library, serving both time and trouble.

And the Massacre in Fort Gris- 
wold on the Hights Op- 
posit the City. 


The Famous Gth of September 
The Program of the Cel- 
ebration.

New Loox Do, Conn., Aug. 17.—The Cen- 
tennial of the most bloody and dastardly 
deed of the Revolution will, be celebrated 
this year, and as it brings to a close all 
centennials of Revolutionary events, 1881 
will be famous in the history of this decade. 
Of course, the great event will be the meet- 
ing at Yorktown on the 19th of October, but 
this should not keep us from duly honoring 
one of the most fearful sacrifices offered on 
the altar of Freedom. The event has never 
been properly appreciated, and perhaps the 
best way to set forth its ciaim to recognition 
isto give a condensed detail of doings of 
that memorable day. 

Finding that Gen. Washington was too.far 
advanced in his march toward Lord Corn- 
Wallis for him to make a successful attempt 
of reinforcing that officer, Sir Henry Clinton 
determined to strike a counter blow. Of all 
the Colonies, the New England States had 
been the least disturbed, and they were the 
most determined enemies of the King. Tlieir 
immunity from molestation had allowed 
their manufactories, and it 
was from amohg the green hills of this sec- 
tion that Washington drew the best and 
largest supplies of war material. 

The people, too, were stern disregarders of 
the divine right of Kings. Their Puritanism 
had made them more united in thought, and 
Toryism did not flourish among them. This 
made them ever ready to answer all calls on 
Meir patriotism, and also prompt in devising 
enterprises that would add to the discomfort 
and annoyance of the servants of King George. 
It was these people who could best succor 
Washingion in his present undertaking, and 
the most politic thing for Sir Henry to do 
was for him to send an expedition that would 
curry 

DEATH AND DEVASTATION 
wnong them. And what a great revenge it 
would be toseize upon some important point, 
and from that base make inroads among the 
guiet valleys and green hills? 


Sir Henry had learned promptness from 


his opponents, and his point of attack was 
soon selected. It was New London, whose 
wide command of the seacoast and inland 
waters madeitafamous home for daring 
and successful privateers. Its people were 
noted for their combativeness, and it was the 
point at which a large network of country 
roads converged for an outlet to the sea. 
This was the point to be attacked, and a 
leader of known promptness, experience, and 
thoroughness was at hand in the person of 
the traitor Arnold. 

On the evening of the 5th of September the 
people of New London were made aware of 
the fact that a fleet was lurking in the shadow 
of the Long Island shore, opposit the mouth 
of their harbor. There had been so, many 
false alarms that no attention was paid to 
this, and on the morning of the 6th this fleet 
was tound to have made its way across the 
Sound, and to be beating in for the harbor. 
The signal, two guns discharged at stated 
tntervais, which was to warn the militia of 
the approach of an enemy, was fired, but 
some traitor had made the enemy acquainted 
with the purport of this, and another gun 
was added by them, so timed as to appear 
part of the signal, and radically changing its 
significance. This prevented that rapid 


gathering of forces that would have enabled 


the American commander, Col. William Led- 
yard, to make adetermined defence, and see- 
ing this, he told the garrison of Fort Trum- 
dull, and the few militia who had answered 
the signal, to make what defence they could, 
and proceeded to Fort Griswold, a stronger 
fortification on the opposit bank of the 
Thames. Baffling winds prevented the ene- 
my ianding until near the middle of the fore- 


‘noon, and they then disembarked in two 


bodies, one on each side of the river. 

That on the city, or western, bank was 

_ COMMANDED BY ARNOLD HIMSELF, 

and as its action was of the least importance 
tt will be disposed of first. Disembarking at 
the head off a cove two miles from the city, it 
advanced abross the cultivated ground to a 
hill where a breastwork called Fort Non- 
sense had beer throwngip.

Arrival of a Great Consignment of Gold 
from the New Kork Assay Office.

Not an ounce, however, is free 


fromthe closest scrutiny while within these 


walls. Although a man may walk in from 


the street and stand at a step before the open 
door of the weighing-room 


vault, where 
$30,000,000 is stored with but a single official 
in sight, it would need but the slightest 
alarm to have a score of men with loaded 
weapons in their hands standing on the spot. 
Unlike foreign mints, no display of armed 
protection of the treasure is made, but the 
precaution is nevertheless complete. The 
large consigument yesterday came from the 
Assayer’s office in New York. Each box 
contained a melt.“ or in other words 
refined contents of a cruci- 
ble, each varying in quantity, and 
every brick was numbered. The 
men who do the heavy work opened the 
boxes, took off the paper wrappings, and 
piled the bricks upon the scales. ‘Then the 


clerk weighed them and carried the bricks 


into the vault. ‘The entire weight was 236. 
960.78 ounces Troy, or over eleven tons. The 
actual net weight valuation was 551, 104,466.31. 
It any one could count 350 every, minute, and 
keep it up without stopping, it would take 
within a fraction of four months to count 
this amount in coin. In the mint all the 
counting is done by weight and measure. 
Piles of various kinds of coin are measured, 
and if they are the requisit number of inches 
each way, and the weight corresponds, the 
number is set down far more accurately than 
if the money had been counted by the deft- 
est lingers.

LAWYERS AT SARATOGA. 


The American Bar Assoriation’s Re- 
View of Recent Legisiation. 

SARATOGA, Aug. 17.—The American Bar 
Association began its · third annual session to 
day. The President, the Hon. Edward J. 
Phelps, of Vermont, presented the annual 
report, being, according to the coustitution, 
an account of the most noteworthy changes 
of statute law on potnts of general interest 
made in the several States and by Congress 
during the preceding year. All the States 
of the Union but six, the report: says, have 
had Legisiatures in session. The Calitornia 
Legislature has been so busily engaged in 
wrangling asto tail in general legislative 
duties. Only two laws of Congress are of 
particular importance. One grants lands 
to Territories for founding universities, 
and the other relates to the registration 


of trade-marks. It is gratifying that many 
States have passed laws,in various forms, 
for the protection of hifinan life. In Ver- 
mont a law provides for the inspection of 
water reservoirs. South Carolinahas passed 
a law against dueling, while IIlinois, Arkan- 
sas, and Delaware have prohibited the carry- 
ing of concealed weapons. Pennsylvania 
prohibits the sale of weapons and gunpow- 
der to minors. Michigan, Mississippi, West 
Virginia, and New Jersey have allowed per- 


sons onvtrial for murder to testify in their 


own behalf, and in New Jersey a wife can 
testify for a husband on trial. Several 
States have passed laws to prevent the adul- 
teration of food and niedicines, also regulat- 
ing the practice of medicine. in Mississippi 
a law prohibits the sale of intoxicating 
liquors. In Pennsylvania, Arkansas, Vir- 
ginia, and Michigan State Boards of 
Hlealth have been authorized. Laws 
against gambling and pool-selling 
have been passed in West Virginia, 
Missouri, Colorado, Rhode Island, and Onio. 
A law prohibiting the of obscene liter- 
ature to minors has passe@in Michigan, but 
adults may buy. Massachusetts allows the 
courts to exclude minors from their sessions. 
The subject of woman’s rights lias received 
much attention. Vermont makes women 
eligible to School Boards, and to vote for 
members of such boards. Married women 
carrying on business in their own names can 
sue and be sued. In Wisconsin a woman can 
suein her own name for personal injuries. 
In Mississippi and New Jersey a woman cau 
testify inher own behalf in divorce proceed- 
ings. A woman is also made entirely inde- 
pendent of her husband. After that she may 
contract wich him and sue or be sued by him 
for business contracts, but a woman cannot 
sue her husband for services rendered. Mis- 
souri exempts a husband from liability for 
debts of the wife contracted before marriage. 
These and other laws seem to make marriage 
a sort of qualified partnership. 

in West Virginia a very elaborate place of 
public instruction has been established. It 
prescribes a series of text-books to be used, 
and prohibits all others. In Minnesota a law 
tor the establishment of public schools for 
higher instruction has been passed. Another 
law requires that in all the schools in Min- 
nesota instruction in “social and moral 
science“ shall be given, including industry, 
order, economy, punctuality, patience, self- 
denial, healthypurity, temperance, ecleanli- 
ness, honesty, truth, paliteness, peace, fidel- 
ity, philanthropy, patriotism, self-respect, 
hope, rseverance, cheerfulness, courage, 
self-reliance, gratitude, pity, merey, kind- 
ness, conscience, reflection, and the will. 
Oral lessous upon one of these topics must 
be given every day, and the pupils to be re- 
quired to furnish illustrations of the same on 
the following morning. The question of the 
limits of municipal corporations is assuming 
great importance, and many laws have been 
passed in relation thereto. In Vermont, towns 
are relieved from liability for injuries 
suffered from detects on highways. Massa- 
chusetts exempts mortgaged property from 
double taxation, the taxation being appor- 
tioned between the mortgageor and the mort- 
gagee. Railway legislation has been a large 
crop. Nebraska prohibits charging any 
higher rates of freight than were charged on 
Nov. 1, 1881, and no discriminating rates for 
freight are to be allowed. Maine has a simi- 
lar law. Missouri requires every railroad to 
provide well-lighted and warmed waiting 
rooms at all stations, and to give sufficient 
accomodations for freightand passengers. 
Alabama has an elaborate law for the regu- 
lation of railways. More than a just com- 
pensation is declared to be extortion, punish- 
able by tine. Whether extortion or discrim- 
ination regarding freight has been practiced 
is made a question for a jury. Any reduc- 
tions or discriminations in favor of any indi- 
vidual is made a wisdemeanor as to both 

arties. Under“ Agricultural Legislation,“ 
Michigan provides for the destruction of in- 
fected bees; also, for preventing the spread 
of certain diseases in fruit trees. In 
Michigan the Governor has been requested 
to proclaim a public holiday, to be called 
Arbor Dax,“ when trees are to be public- 
ly planted. In one State the Legislature, by 
joint resolutions, sets forth that certain dis- 
tinguished citizens and a newspaper editor 
are about to visit Europe, and requests the 
Governor toissue a commission to them, 
with the privilege to represent the State, and 
collect information at their own expense. 
Vermont has prescribed what constitutes a 
legal tramp. The adoption of the penal and 
political codesin New York is the most im- 

ortant legislation of the year. Much specu- 
ation has been indulged in by ingenious 
writers touching prospective dangers of the 
republican system of fiovernment. Experi- 
ence is fast pointing out that the country can 
endure all its other dangers with less appre- 
hension than the action of the Federal and 
State Legislatures inspires.

At the evening session Albert T. McNeal, 
of Teunessee, Luther R. Smith, of Alabama 
and J. M. Moore, of Arkansas, were elected 
members of the Executive Council. The pa- 
ver on * The Recording Laws of the United 
States,“ by Thomas M. Cooley, of Michigan, 
was read by the Secretary, Edward O. IIink- 
ley. It opened with a reference to the im- 
portance of the legal registration of land 
titles. The theory, or system, now followed 
in this country appears to be nearly perfect. 
There are imperfections in the practice under 
the Recording laws, however, among which 
are those where titles come through heirship. 
‘The number and character of officials in many 
States anthorized to take acknowledgments 
ot deeds, thereby qualifying them by record, 
are objectionable, as care is not taken by these 
officials to properly identify parties coming 
before them. The looseness of the manner 
of executing the laws relating to acknowledg- 
ment is so great that it would seem that equal 
security would be had if the laws regarding 
acknowledgment by officers were abrogated. 
As a remedy, he would recommend that 
deeds, etc., be executed in duplicate, and one 
copy be retained by the order; or if not 
executed in duplicate, have the Recorder 
keep the original, and furnish the owner with 
a copy.

THE IRISH LAND BILL. 


Important Features of the Bill as It 
Finally Became a Law. 

It is difficult for those upon this side of 
the Atlantic exactly to appreciate British 
politics, as itis for our British cousins ex- 
actly to understand the workings of the 
American political system. We cannot tell 
precisely what Mr. Gladstone was justified 


in yielding, but with such light as we have 


it would appear asif he had made unneces- 
sary compromises, even if he cannot be 
charged with an abandoument of principle. 


It looked as if he might, with entire confi=” 


dence, bave challenged the Lords to do their 
worst, and that, in case of a dissolution of 
Parliament, he might have gone to the peo- 
ple with perfect safety to himself and the 
Government of which he is the head. 
Americans believe in the Liberal party 
of England, and, perhaps, have more 
faith than itself has in the ability to 
advance the various reforms that engage pub- 
lic attention. From this distance, it seemed 
as if the Lords were imperiling their own ex- 
istence by obstinately opposing the will of 
the Commons, and such thought must have 
found lodgment in the minds of the Lords 
themselves, because in the agreement finally 
reached they abated some of their most ar- 
bitrary pretensions. And yet Mr. Gladstone 
yielded something—the Home-Rulers and the 
most advanced Radicals say that he yielded 
much. Itseems cruel that the Parnell amend- 
ment, which that gentlemen regarded as 
exceedingly important—namely: the staying 
of proceedings for rent until new Land Courts 
were in operation, and a fair rental could be 
determined, should have been stricken out 
under the eompromise, and various other 
moditications of the original bill should 
have been submitted to at the behest of the 
Lords. Nevertheless much has been accom- 
plished in behalf of the 500,000 Irish farmers,— 
much, very much, that is offensive to the 
grasping landowners and hunniliating to the 
Lords. Let the bill be regarded as an enter- 
ing wedge to something better, for that some- 
thing is sure to come in process of time. 
will aid our readers who ara interested in 
the bill, to note the following as the main 
heads of the bill, as it finally passed both 
Houses of Parliament. 
SALE OF TENANCIES, 

I.—Tenant may sell his tenancy for the best 
price he can get. Conditions: 

1. Sale to one person only. 

2. Notice to landlord. 

3. Landlord may purchase on receiving 
notice. 

4. Tenant must state consideration. 

5. Court may declare sale void. 

6. Landlord may object to purchase. 

7. Court may recompense landlord for debt 
out of purchase-money. 

S. Where improvements made by landlord 
purchase-money apportioned by Court. 

9. Landlord may give notice that he has 
claims on the estate, 

10. Where purchase-money paid into Court, 
Court must determine all applications. 

11. Tenant who has sold his tenancy shal 
not be entitled to compensation for disturb- 
ance or improvement. 

12. Tenant, if helding subject to Ulster 
tenant-right system, may sell in pursuance 
of that custom, or in pursuance of this sec- 
tion; but not both. 

DEVOLUTION OF TENANCIES. 

I1.—When a person receiving a tenancy as 
a bequest, he must be accepted by the land- 
lord as though he were a purchaser. 

INCREASE OF RENT. 

Iil.—When landlord demands increase of 
rent, then 

1. Tenancy shall be deemed, if tenant ac- 
cepts, a tenancy subject to statutory condi- 
tions for fifteen years.

M’PHERSON 


How the General Was Killed. 
The following is the first accurate account 
given of the killing of the brave and noble 


Maj.-Gen. J. B. McPherson before Atlanta, 
Ga., in 1864. We find it in the Cincinnati 
Comimercial. Many of the soldiers who may 
happen to read this aecount will remember 
jovial Jack Thompson (his name is Andrew 
Jackson), Who for. a whole year rode as 
orderly for Maj. Willard, of McPherson’s 
staff, and who, as a spacey detailed orderly 
for Col. Kooboy, also of McPherson’s staff, 
had the honor of carrying the Union flag 
into Vicksburg. He was afterwards ap- 
pointed orderly to Gen. McPherson, in which 
capacity he served until the General’s death. 
Mr. Thompson is a man of honor, and, aside 
from the fact that he can substantiate every 
important circumstance connected with the 
affair, is to be believed on his own word. 
We give the story in his ow n language: 

On the 22d of July, 1864, Gen. McPherson 
had command of the Sixteenth and Seven- 
teenth Army Corps, under Sherman, before 
Atlanta. The Seventeenth Corps had been 
dispatened to destroy the Atlanta & Eastern 
Raitroad. McPherson, fearing that Hood 
would pushin between the two Corp. set 
out with three of his staff—Gen. Hicken- 
looper, Gen. Steele, and Capt. Gile—and my- 
self as orderly—to Gen. Smith’s division. 
Just as we went to cross a small stream called 
Peachtree Creek, we were met by a number 
of teams erossing toward us at full s 
and in the greatest confusion. McPherson, 
turning to Capt. Gile, said: (ile, stop those 
teams; em So get up a general stampede,” 
upon which order Giles left us. We rode on 
about ahundred yards, when we were met

The leading produce sl were again fear- 
fully excited yesterday, and so irregular that it 
was impossible to keep close track of their 
movemeuts. They were generally stronger up 
to near noon, reaching the highest prices of the 
year tous far, and weak afterwards, the tone 
being about half panicky towards 1 o'clock. For 
October delivery, which was the loadmg deal, 
wheat sold up 4c, cotu 3c, oats 14, and pork 500. 
This was partly the rcsult or more buying 
orders from outside, but it seemed to be mostly 
due to filling in by purties who were unable or 
unwilling to post additional margins in response 
to liperal calls therefor. The foreign markets 
were again quoted higher on grain, with a good 
deal of excitement, and news that shorts there 
were busy filling cargoes that bad not arrived at 
anything like the prices at which they sold. 
We note that Liverpool quotations yesterday 
were about equal to $1.22 for wheat here; hence 
even the price for SGptember was at one time 
4% ͤ too bigh, while cash wheat was selling here 
ata higher price than exporters could afford to 
pay in New York. A good many people thought 
yesterday that the market had reached the top; 
but believing so does not necessarily make it 
so. The only thing certain in the matter is the 
fact that a good many longs deemed it prudent 
to sell at the prices, and when they 
began to show their faith by _—itheir 
works the market dropped badly. They 
were too high to bear much unloading. 
Mess pork closed 25@35c higher, at $18.05@15.10 
for September and $18.95@18.97'4 for January. 
Lard clostd 7c lower, at $LL55@11.57% selter 
September and 811.67 g 11. 70 for October. Short 
ribs closed 2e higher, at $).3599.37% for Sep- 
tember. Wheat closed 1@1\c higher, at $1.34%% 
for August and $1.24'4@1.244 for September. 
Corn closed %@%sc higher, at 63@63'g¢c for Au- 
gust and 654,@65\4c for October. Oats closed 
hne lower, at one for August and 395,@39%c 
for October. Kye closed 5e higher, at $1.05@1.06 
for September and $1.10 for October. Barley 
closed Zc higher, at 980 seller October and 980 
seller September. Hogs were steady at $6.35@ 
6.75 for light and at $6.90@6.85 for heavy. Cattie 
were active and steady, selling at $2.30@6.50. 

Dry-goods merchants report an improving de- 
mand. Buyers from distant points are begin- 
ning to arrive, and within the next fortnight 
the fall season of 1881 will be fairly under way. 
Prices are firm. There is an increased inquiry 
for boots and shoes, hats, caps, clothing, and 
millinery. The grocery trade continues satis- 
fuctorily active and the market maintains a de- 
cidedly firm tone. Dried fruits were held with 
undiminished firmness. Fish were steady. 
Prices of oils ranged as before. Coal, pig-iron, 
leather, and bagging were also reported un- 
changed. Dairy products were active and strong 
at the advanced prices established earlier in the 
week. 

The hay market was steady at the prices pre- 
vailing for the past week. In green fruits, ber- 
ries were scarce and higher, with other kinds 
steady and unchanged. Hides remain steady, 
the market showing no new feature. Dealers in 
metals and tinners’ ware report a slight advance 
in sheet-iron. Otherwise that trade is character- 
ized by general steadiness. There is no new 
feature to note in the tallow market. Wool re- 
mains slow, low prices still ruling. Seeds were 
active and higher on flaxseed and timothy, 
which closed strong. Clover was steady. 

Lake freights were e off from Thursday’s 
rates, the figure on corn to Buffalo being 4c. 
Quite a fleet of vessels was chartered, half the 
number for Canadian. ports, and all to load 
with corn, the room engaged being for 560,000 
bu.

THE WHEAT SITUATION. 
fo the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 
New York, Aug. 17.—The closing days ot the 
past week witnessed considerabie excitement in 
the wheat markets, both at home and abroad, 


prices mounting rapidly upward all along the line 


frum Chicago to London. Thus farin the pres- 
ent week somewhat similar conditions have pro- 
vailed, the markets ruling strong, with the 
tendency irresularly upward, and at this point 
the export demand increasing, though 
curbed-by the extreme pretensions of holders 
and relatively high prices rulmg. The follow- 
ing comparison of prices now with those of ten 
days ago is interesting, not only in showing the 
extent of the advance within that period, but as 
an exhibit of the uunatural and cauaotic Situa- 
uon of the markets:

What cause or causes have been chiefly in- 
strumental in bringing about the recent ad- 
Vance, and does it rest upon a solid foundation? 
Is the rise likely to prove permanent, or, as in- 
timated in my tust, bus the pace been two fast to 
lust? Are prices now high enough, or too high, 
to fairly represent the extent of future acail- 
able supplies as compared with prospective con- 

current wants? These are among the questions 
that dealers and speculators are daily repeatmg 
to themselves, and, in the present unsettled 
state of the trade, witbout,in many instances, 
eliciting, 1 faney, any very satisfactory auswer. 

The main underly ing cause of the recent ad- 
vance in wheut prices may, no doubt, be fairly 
uttributed to the continued comparatively great 
reticence on tbe part of American farmers in 
marketing their grain, they by their very gen- 
eral concert of action in withboldiug supplies 
baving piayed directly into the hands of the 
New York and Chicago cliques operating fora 
rise. The following comparison of receipts at 

the seven priucipal Atinutic ports for the seven 
weeks ended Aug. 6, this year and last., gives a 
very fair idea of the great failing off in the 
movement this scasou:

itis a source of satisfaction to me to know 
that in the letters contributed to your columns 
since last April, | have from week to week 
pointed out the strong probability of higher 
ptices as the season progressed, and gave the 
reasons therefor. In this connection, and at 
the risk of being tedious, permit me to re- 
produce the following paragraph from my letter 
to THe TRIBUNE under dute of May 25: 

In its beartug upon the future of the markets, there 
is another question of some importance, and that is 
the increasing pecuniary independence of our wneat- 
rowers. All will admit the cummandmg position 
which the United Siates now vccupy amoung the 
wheat-producing countries of the wurid, our export- 
able surplus having in late years risen. to fully twu- 
thirds of the total foreiga wants of ail other ceun- 
tries. In determining the future course of the mar- 
kets, therefore, the financial strensth of our wheat- 
growers becomes a factor of considerable impor- 
tance. Under the same pecuntary conditions in waoich 

they were piaced five years ago, the receipts of wheat 
ut our primary markets wouid at the present time 
have doubtiess been large; as it is, they are small. 
Why?! In part, presumably. because as a class those 
who hold our remaining surplus are pecuniarily in- 
dependtat. Short crops abroad and fut harvests at 
home have evabled farmers to liguidate mortgages 
und other indebtedness, und place themselves ina 
position which gives them the option of selling or 
withhvlding, as their inclination or judgment may die- 
tate. Pecuniary matters have now but little influence 
upon the movement of grain from first hands. Asa 
class, farmers think very much alike. in the winter- 
whent States, the seed was sown last autumn under 
anything but favorable conditions. The character of 
the winter and spring toliowing is well understood, 
asare also its effects upon the plant. in very many 
sections of our leading winter-wheat States, like 
Michigan, Ohe, Indiana, Dlinois. ete., the plant was 
either kiiled wutrignat or more or less injured, and in 
these sections there is no prospect of anything iike 
the large yieid that was obtained last year. Nat- 
urally, farmers in these unpromising lucalities—and 
in the agyresate they furm a very important area— 
hold their grain very stiffly, and the unfavorable 
reports from these lucalities induce farmers in neixh- 
boring districts to also hold tirmiy. in the usual 
course Of things, we beve partial crop failures about 
twice in every decade, and as we have had consecu- 
tively good wheat harvests for five years, and of 
maize fur six, it would be only reasonabie to suppose 
that our farmers would bold their remaining surplus 
for full prices, saying, let us walt and see how things 
look next July and August, and ali the more reasun- 
able, because itis now very generally understood by 
them that Europe is to go into the next harvest com- 
paratively bare of stock, ase ot wheat and rye. 

In a previous letter, published early in ony The 
took occasion to say that “ordinarily the 
gwiish wheat markets are the pivot on which 
those of other important wheat countries main- 
lyturn. Now, however, the American warkets 
evidently dominate, and, as Chicago is their 
speculative focus, operators are look int to that 
market for cuidance rather than to London, and 
will probably continue to do so up to next har- 
vest.’ 

Some of your English coutemporaries took 
exception to the above remarks, notably tne 
Miller (London), also the Mark Lane Express, in- 
timating that neither chicago, New York, nor the 
United States would trol the European wheat 
markets the present |} seasou, etc. Whether 
America is controlling the price of wheat may 
depend something perhaps upon the detinition 
but one thing is certain: the 
action of the American markets has been mainly 
instrumental in maintaining and, finally, in 
forcing up the London price 48 to 5s per qr. 
It is no doubt true that the tropical heat to 
which the crops in nearly all of Western 3 
were subjected during the middie part of. July. 
and which in many localities there prematurely 
ripened and shr unk the grain, has led to some- 
what less favorable estimates of the general 
barvest in those localities, and, with the late wet 
weather in England, has, to some extent, aided 
in strengthening the situation; still, the con- 
tinuously threatened heavy deficiency in our 
home crop, now a reality, and resulting falling 
off in the movement as compgred with that of 
last seuson, have unquestionaDly been the chief 
inciting causes of the late speculation and rise 
in prices ot upwards of 20c per bu. 

But to the main question: Do present prices 
rest on a solid basis, and are they likely to be 
sustained or furtber advanced? I refer to prices 
in our seaboard markets and in Europe, for the 
possibie future vagaries of the Chicago market 
are vot susceptible of even an intelligent guess. 
That market is already * cornered ”’ for August, 
and it the “short” line for September be as 
heavy,and is held inthe quarter rumored, as is 
re ported here, it may require much larger re- 
ceipts in that month than there is, perhaps, now 
“any good reasonto anticipate, to prevent the 
„ shorts” in that month from sharing a similar 
fate to.that whioh has befallen the victims of 
the August deal. In the event of a September 
** squeede’”’ your receipts would undoubtedly be 
very heavy, as the spring wheat crop, if not an 
average, isnot probably very much below an 
average, and the equivalent to the farmer and 
interior dealers of “ cornered” prices would be 
so high as to seriously curtail — g by North- 
western millers, and thus swell the volume 
availabie tor shipment to the Chicago market. 

Taken as a whole, the American wheat crop is 
undeniably very larzely deficient from. that of 
last year, when the total exports from all United 
States ports for the twelve months ended June 
30 last were some 186,090,000 bu, flour included 
at its equivalent in grain. As most of your read- 
ers ure aware, the shortage occurs mainly in the 
States of Michigan, Ohio, Indiana, Lilinois, Mis- 
souri, lowa, and California; and. in the aggre- 
gate, is variously estimated at from 100.000. d to 
to 150.000.000 bu, very few well informed people 
placing the deticiency at less than the inside 
tirures. <A careful sifting of all the advices that 
bave come under my notice, both public and 
private, and they bave very been numerous of 
both kind, leave the impression that about 100,- 
000,000 is bigh enough to piace the shortage 
which with our larger reserve of a 
wheat than was held one year ago, estimated at 
from 25,000,000 to 35,000,000 bu, should enable the 
couutry to Ship out within 65,000,000 to 75,000,000 
bu as much grain the present barvest year as in 
the one recently closed. Whence is this deficien- 
cy to be made good? Chili, Australia, and Egypt 
all have less surplus to spare than last vear. 
while very late advices to hand from British 
India are said to be unfavorable to any increase 
from that quarter, if, indeed, they have as much 
to spare as last year. Excludi Russia, is the 
aggregate whcat-production of Europe greater 
this year than last? Yes, there is probably a 
small increase; but it is considered more than 
doubtful that this small increase, coupled with 
the larger surplus of Russia, is equal to the ag- 
fern from lust year in the — 1 
ing cupabity of countries outside of —＋ 2 Ae 
then, there is the greater exhaustion this — 
thun last, of old stocks in Europe. It is not to 
be overlooked, however, that Europe bas a 
much better rye crop than last season, and — 
the countries where that grain is chiefly used by 
a very large portion of the population. In Rus- 
sia, Austria, Germany, and the, Low Countries, 
rye was very 9 as dear last winter as wheat, 
whereas, now, rye is 88@i0s per quarter cheaper 
than wheat, and in Paris it is nearly 158 cheaper.

PROVISIONS. 

Hoa PRODUCTS—Were active and sverated 
stronger, though irregularly so, and in some fenteres 
may be quoted weak. Lard was quoted 6d higher in 
Liverpool, but the local market seemed to have been 
overdone by the excitement of the previous day.

Me Is Alleged to Mave Embezzled $40,- 
308.12 from the Government—The 
Complalnt Against Mim Was Made in 
Washington by Gen. William B. 
Hasen — Something eof Howgate's 
Army Record. 

Detrott Free Press. 

The complaint against Capt. Henry W. How- 
gate for embezzling upwards of $40,000 of Gov- 
ernment funds, was Originally made before 
United States Commissioner Charies 8. Bundy, 
of Washington, D. C., and the warrant issued by 
Commissioner Graves for Howgate’s arrest at 
Mt. Clemens was based on a certified copy of the 
Washington iustrument, which bears date Aug. 
10. The complaint is as follows: 


William B. Hazen being duly Sworn deposes 
and says he bas wood reason to believe and does 
verily believe, and upon such belicf charges that 
on the idth day ot February, A. I. 1876, at the 
County of Washington, in ihe District of Colum- 
bia, one Henry W. tiowsgacte, late of said county 
and District, did with force and arms unlaw- 
fully, knowingly, and feloniously convey to his 
bu u use the sum of $12,000, lawiul money of the 
United States, the property of the U nited States, 
he, the suid Henry W. Howgate, being at the 
time a disbursing officer of the United States, 
to-wit, a First-Lieutenant (in the Signal Service) 
of the United States army; that on anethes 
day, to-wit, on the 16th day of October, „ db 
Ich, at the ‘District aforesaid, the said oa W. 
Howgate did with force and arms uniawfully, 
knowingty, and felonieusly Convert to his own 
use the sum of $11,900. lawful money of the 
United States; and that On another day, to-wit, 
on the lith day of November, A. D. 1879, the said 
Henry W. Howgate did with foree, ete., convert 
to bis own use the sum of $4,000, lawful money 
ot the United States; and mat on the 2ist duy of 

August, A. D. 1880, the suid Henry W. Howgate 
did. untawfully, etc., convert to bis own use the 
sum of $L2,400. 12. lawfnimoney of the United 
States, contrary to the statute in soch case made 
and provided, and against the peace and gov- 
ernment of the United States. W. B. Hazen. 

The local proceedings were conducted with 
great * discretion.”” When arraigned before the 
Commissioner Howgate lay flat oa his back on 
a sofa, and after the complaint was read to him 
he laugbed, not satirically or bystericaily, but 
in a cool, superior manner. He said he did not 
care to put the Detroit representatives of the 
Government to any unnecessary trouble, and 
would go on to Washington without waiting for 
a bench-warrant to be signed by Judge Withey, 
who would have been cailed upon to actin 
Judge Brown's absence, bad judicial action been 
necessary. United States Marsnul 8. 8. 
Mathews and Deputy-Marsbal Cush P. Taylor 
escorted him to W ashington. 

Deputy-Muarshal A. 8. Mathews is intimately 
acquainted with Howgate. In 13862 Mr. Mathews 
was Adjutant of the Twenty-second Michigan 
Infantry at Lexington, Ky., and Howgate was 
Second Lieutenant of Company B, same regi- 
ment. in November ot that year Adjutant 
Mathews detailed him for the ‘Signal Service, 
and now deciares that he was one of the 
most intelligent and eflicient men in that 
branch of the service, —gotmug 80 far even as 
to express tho opiuion that he did more to per- 
fect the Signal Service than Gen. Myer or any 
other officer. While on detached service .How- 
gute was promoted to be First Lieutenant and 
ussigned to Company C. He still remained on 
detached service, and was again promoted, this 
time to a Captaincy, and assigned to Company 
I. He never joined his company, but continued 
in thut branch of the service until the close of 
the war,—in fact, mostof the time watil alter 
Gen. Myer's death. 

in his early life Howgate was a carpenter, 
having in 1818 worked for the Michigan Central 
Railroad Company. He enlisted in Macomb 
County m the summer of P62, and achieved an 
urmy record of great brillancy and value. Pres- 
ident Johnson appolated bim to the general 
army in 1865 or 1666, but he. served only a short 
time, and returned to his old oceupation. A 
geuntleman who knew bim intimately said to a 
reporter of the Free Preas yesterduy that for 
several years Howgate wrote ali or nearly all of 
Gen. Albert Myer's official reports. 

The exact sum of his alleged embesslements 
is $40,380.12,
